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Flood Task Force begins long-range planning

The Governor's Disaster Recovery 
Task Force agreed last Thursday to 
begin drafting the long-range recov- 
ery plan necessary to qualify flood 
victims for funds for federal buy-out 
and other mitigation options as soon 
as monies become available. 

Meeting in Elba Thursday after- 
noon, the 15-member task force 
appointed by Gov. Fob James first 


heard reports on assistance already 
received by both families and local 
governments from FEMA and SBA 
Approximately 1,200 families in 
South Alabama have received direct 
financial assistance totaling more 
than $1.8 million. 

The status of the $5 million spe- 
cial emergency disaster relief appro- 
priation from the U. S. Congress and 
plans on how to best utilize these 
monies for the benefit of all flood 
victims were reviewed. The task 


5 million approved 
for levee repairs 


Money to assist Elba in recovery 
from and prevention of another 
flood disaster continues to accumu- 
late. Last week a joint U. S. 
Senate/House Conference commit- 
tee agreed to a special $5 million 
appropriation to begin repair of the 
Elba levee. The money was in the 
Disaster Supplemental 
Appropriations Bill signed into law 
by President Bill Clinton. 

In a news release last Thursday, 
Senator Richard Shelby, a member 
of the Senate Appropriations 
Committee and also a member of 
the conference committee, said, 
“This funding is critical to begin the 
process of rebuilding the levee and 
water system in Elba. Certainly, 
more money is needed, but this 
funding will serve to put that pro- 


ject on the right track until addition- 


al funding can be secured, | am very 
pleased that my colleagues recog- 
nized this need and agreed with me 
that this initial funding must be pro- 
vided.” 

The bill provides up to $5 million 
for the repair and reconstruction of 
the Elba levee. Additionally, the bill 
includes cost sharing language, that 
will allow funding from other feder- 
al sources to be used to satisfy the 
non-federal share requirement. 

Shelby admitted he would have 
preferred to have retained the origt- 
nal language in the Senate bill 
which funded both the Elba and 
Geneva levees for $25 million, but 
this is a good first step. He said he 
is committed to continuing to work 
to see that both levee projects 
receive the necessary funding. 


State OKs $1.1 million 
for planning, upgrade 


The Alabama legislature has 
approved funds for the City of Elba, 
earmarked for levee repair. The 
money was included in the General 
Fund budget passed by the legisla- 
ture on the final day of the 1998 
regular session. The budget was 
signed into law by Governor Fob 
James. 

Sen. Dwight Adams and Rep. 
Garreth Moore said last week that 


they were successful in getting 
$100,000 allocated for planning the 
levee upgrade and a $1 million con- 
ditional appropriation to be used in 
actual repair of the levee and relat- 
ed waterways. They explained that 
even though the $1 million is condi- 
tional, they have been assured the 
money will be available to fund the 
work, 


County residents may apply 
for possible buy-out funds 


Rural Coffee County residents, 
who are in a flood zone, may apply 
for a possible federal buy-out pro- 
gram. Coffee County Commission 
chairman Robert Stephens said this 
week that residents who are inter- 
ested should visit the Commission 
office in New Brockton. 

Stephens explained that the coun- 
ty will take the information trom 
those who are interested and apply 


for the necessary federal funds to 
complete the buy-out. 

Residents will have the option of 
accepting or declining any offer 
after apprasials have been made and 
they know the exact amount being 
offered in the buy-out. Stephens 
repeated that federal guidelines 
limit the offer of a potential buy-out 
to flood zone residents in nationally 
declared disaster areas, 


force has visions of using these 
expected funds and the more than $1 
million of state funds recently 
appropriated by the Alabama 
Legislature to restore the integrity of 
the levee and furnish needed reliet 
for those outside the levee. Details 
of an Elba CDBG grant application 
of $250,000 to buy out and move 
low to moderate income families 
were explained. 

EMA Director Lee Helms 
announced that Goy. James contin 


ues his strong support of the effort 
by avreeing Wednesday, April 29th, 
to assist Elba and Geneva with 
matching funds on the Corp of

Elba Mayor James Grimes also 
expressed appreciation for the cor 
dial and positive reception task force 
members received at a_ recent 
Washington hearing on Alabama 
disaster recovery funding. Grimes 


said the trip was productive largely 
because of genuine interest of the 
Alabama congressional delegation 
in Washington, both in the House 
and the Senate 

PEMA and state planning officials 
have agreed to meet with local citi 
zens in a workshop to formulate the 
Jong-range recovery plan needed to 
carry out the assigned objective of 
the task force. Added segments of 
the plan will be a downtown revital 
ization plan and support for local

ongtime Elba doctor dies 


Dr. John Mason Kimmey, beloved 
Elba doctor, died Monday in the Elba 
Nursing Home. Dr. Kimmey celebrat- 
ed his 95th birthday with friends and 
family last Saturday. 

He was born on May 2, 1903, in a 
log cabin in the Damascus 
Community near Elba and spent 
almost his entire life in and around the 
Elba area. Both his father and 
Confederate War veteran grandfather 
are buried in the Elba Evergreen 
Cemetery, His late wife and eldest son 
are also buried this cemetery, 

Kimmey was a graduate of the 
University of Alabama and Emory 
University medical school. He did his 
medical intern work in Auianta. 

He began his medical practice in 
the Birmingham area during the depth 
of the Great Depression. He reported 
working 10 to 12 hours a day, but very 
few people had money to pay their 
nedical bills. He later returned to

Dr. John Mason Kimmey 
school at Harvard University on a 
Rockefeller Foundation scholarship 
and earned a master's degree in public 


health, 

With that degree, he returned to 
Alabama and worked as a county 
health officer, first in Chilton County 
and then in Calhoun County. He vol- 
unteered in the U. S. Navy in World 
War [I as a medical officer, Kimmey 
went ashore at Okinawa with the 
invasion troops and remained there 
for the duration of the war with Japan 

Following his discharge from the 
Navy, Dr. Kimmey returned to 
Calhoun County for a short time 
before returning to Elba to practice 
medicine in his home town, 

His practice in Elba included deliv- 
ering thousands of babies, even build- 
ing a medical clinic in the mid-1950's, 
because there was no local hospital, to 
better serve the mothers and babies 
who were his patients. Until the clinic 
was built, he delivered the babies in 
the homes of the parents, Pictures of 
children of all ages adorned the walls 


of his office as memories of the many 
babies he delivered during his long 
and successful career. He enjoyed 
telling stories of late night trips, on 
rural Coffee County unpaved roads, 
to the homes of expectant mothers 
during the early years of his medical 
practice. The doctor fondly remem- 
ished of many amusing situations he 
encountered on these trips. 

When he retired, Dr. Kimmey sold 
his clinic building to the City of Elba 
for use as a public library. Even after 
closing his office practice, Dr. 
Kimmey still served the residents of 
the Elba Nursing Home for several 
years until his own health forced him 
to stop this last bit of his beloved 
career,

Wednesday morning from Hayes 
Funeral Home Chapel.

Brockton 
council 
to roof 
old store

The New Brockton Town 
Council agreed Monday to allow 
Mayor Britt Lee to accept the 
“best-value-for-the-money” bid on 
repairs to the roof of the old Jr 
Food Store. The building was 
recently donated to the town by its 
owner. The council has made no 
decision on future use of the build- 
ing. 

The council had decided during 
their monthly work session to go 
with a pitched roof in lieu of going 
back with the original flat roof 
design. 

New Brockton has received 
$4.500 from the State of Alabama 
for capital improvements to the 
town’s properties. These monies 
will be applied to the cost of the 
roof repairs. 

The mayor advised that he 
would inform several of the coun- 
cil members of the bid amounts 
before accepting any of them. The 
motion to go ahead with the project 
also gave the mayor the option of 
rejecting all the bids. 

While on the subject of money, 
the council approved a request 
from the recreation board for 
$2,000 from the general fund, 

This amount, along with $1,000 
from the ree board, will be applied 
to the loan on the construction of 
the new ballfield in the complex. 

Mayor Lee updated the council 
on the “road repairs” brought 
about by the March flooding 

He told council members that 
the town had received an addition- 
al $9,000 from FEMA (Federal 
Emergency management Agency)

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Views from 
THE PRESSBOX

On the front page of this newspaper last w eck was a picture of some 
Elba City School officials accepting a $2,500 check from Alabama 
Attorney General Bill Pryor to be used for the random drug testing ot 
student-athletes at Elba High School. The grant was the 14th awarded to 
school systems around the state, and in the article it stated that the 
United States Supreme Court upheld student athlete drug testing in 
1995, based upon the premise that high school athletes voluntarily sub- 
ject themselves to a higher level of scrutiny through their athletic 
involvement than do other students, and are typically regarded as “role 
models.” [have no argument with random drug testing at school or in 
the work place; however, [ do believe that it ts high time that some one 
called a short “Time-Out" and quit making rules that affect only the stu 
dent-athlete! 

Phe Alabama High School Athletic Association last year passed a “no 
pass, no play” rule for student athletes. | agree that if a student can't 
make passing grades he or she should not be allowed to participate: 
however, why not adopt the same rule for band members, club members 
and any other students that would like to participate in any extra-curric- 
ular activity. It takes band members just as much out-of school time to 
perfect their halftime show as tt does the football team to get ready for 
a game, and the band also goes to marching contests that could also cur- 
tail study time over the weekends, I'm not anti-band, The point | am try- 
ing to get across is that it simply is not fair for a student with poor 
grades to be able to participate in some school activities, but not athlet- 
ics. What is the difference? Make ita blanket policy and treat all the stu- 
dents fair, but equal! 

| also believe that it is a blatant case of discrimination for the Supreme 
Court to dictate that student-athletes can be singled out for random drug 
testing. If student-athletes are to be tested, why not make an even 
greater statement about drug use by testing the entire student body. 
School officials would get a much better view of how great a drug prob- 
lem might exist if a random testing of the entire student body would take 
place. If not, then pick a percentage and do a random test on student-ath- 
letes. band members, club members, the entire student body, and prove 
your point by even including the faculty. The days of student-athletes 
being role models has long since vanished at the high school and college 
level, Students make a personal sacrifice to take part in athletics, and 
then have to be held at a higher level than their fellow classmates in aca- 
demics, and now must prove their so-called “superiority” through ran- 
dom drug testing. It is true that many people think there is a serious drug 
problem in athletics at all levels, but w hile you can sit down and read 
about two or three student-athletes at Auburn University being involved 
in drugs, you can’t find anything on the sports page about the 200-300 
student-athletes at the school that work hard to make the grade and com- 
pete at the highest possible level. 

One night last week at one of the parks I heard a student-athlete at 
Elba High use a slang term for a marijuana cigarette, and while I was 
surprised that the student knew the term, I] betcha he didn’t learn the 
term on the football field or the basketball court, He could have just as 
easily learned the word in the halls or classrooms at Elba High. C’mon, 
let’s all admit that there is a serious drug problem involving our youth 
all across the nation and make an effort to do something about it, 
Thinking it will help the big problem even a little by the random drug 
testing of student-athletes is wishful thinking - wishing that the student- 
athletes that continue to participate in sports will test negative, and 
wishing that when they do that the school officials across the state can 
deny there is a probelm on their campus. 

To declare that any student-athlete that fails to pass the test will be 
arrested within 21 days also makes no sense. Why not state that any stu- 
dent that fails the test will be barred from attending school until under- 
going rehabilitation. Please, let's not make rules that affect only a few, 
and at the same time don’t make rules that do more harm that good. 
Everyone makes mistakes, but is takes an even greater person to admit 
those mistakes and seek help. I urge all school officials across the state 
and the nation not to fumble the ball on this very important matter, They 
may not get another chance to score a touchdown for their schools.

The Coffee County Commission 
reversed action taken in a previous 
meeting concerning Cross Trails 
Library Service. 

Bottom line, local libraries and 
county commissioners do not want 
state-allocated funds leaving the 
county. 

In Monday’s meeting of the com- 
mission, the longest 
discussion took place 
on an item that was not 
even on the meeting 
agenda. 

Commission

Williams expressed his belief that 
the Enterprise library and the Elba 
library could meet the needs of all 
Coffee County with the exception 
of the books-by-mail 
service provided by 
Cross Trails. 

He commented that 
according to his find- 
ings, this service was 
being provided to 125 
individuals in the 
county. He stated fur- 
ther that he felt the 
$1,000 donated to 
Cross Trails by the 
county was adequate to 
pay for this service. 

“What I’m asking 
this morning is that this 
decision that y’all have 
made be rescinded,” 
said Williams. 

Ms. Peggy Samuels, 
librarian of the Enterprise Public 
Library, told commissioners that the 
funds allocated from the APLS is 
$1.18 per capita based on the coun- 
ty’s population. 

Previously, these state aide funds 
allocated by the legislature and 
administered by the APLS have 
been divided among the Elba and 
Enterprise libraries and Cross Trail 
Region Library Service. 

Samuels expressed concern that 
the action taken by the commission- 
ers in their last meeting would 
cause the local libraries to lose this 
much needed funding
